When 
our Notions are too much refin'd, they are apt to 
lead us into Error.

Ties of Nature; and the Fear of Death it ſelf, is 
overcome by the fear of Shame only: However 
our Paſſions may impoſe upon us, Men general 
love every Thing for their own ſakes, and Selt 
love is conſpicuous, even in Suicide. The Love 
of rational Creatures to their Children, ariſes not 
ſo much from a natural Inſtinct, as is commonly 
imagin'd, and depends very much on the Delight 
they take in, Ka various Comforts they receive 
from them; and if we would enter into the true 
Cauſe why illegitimate Children are generally more 
neglected than —_ we muſt compare the Scandal 
of having half a doten Baſtards, to the Applauſe 
and Credit which Pepple receive from the Educa 
tion and all the good Qualities of ſo many lawful 
Children, and we find that it is altogether 
owing to the Shame ar Iguominy of it, ow” d 
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by a Cuſtom, which never could be introduc'd im 
any Society, before Marriage had been Time out of 
Mind in Faſhion among them. I have urged this: 
ſo far, to make it evident, that you are miſtaken: 
as to the End of Marriage; [becauſe it would: be: 
abſurd to imagine that Marriage was inſtituted ta 
prevent a Miſchief, which could have no Being, if 
eople did not Marry at all.
